MERITORIOUS  PROMOTION 

The  Bureau  Committee  on  Pay  Increases  as  Rewards  for  Superior  Accom- 
plishment has  considered  the  case  of  Dr.  Robert  T.  Habermann,  who  was  recom- 
mended for  such  increase.  The  Committee  unanimously  recommended  that  Dr. 
Habermann  be  given  this  extra  reward  because  he  substantially  exceeded  the 
requirements  for  an  Excellent  efficiency  rating  in  both  quantity  and  quality  of 
work  production  for  a  period  of  over  3  months  and  merits  such  recognition  among 
those  eligible  for  such  rating. 

From  June  8,  1945,  to  October  22,  1945,  Dr.  Habermann  was  assigned  to  and 
carried  out  to  a  fruitful  conclusion  a  difficult  and  complex  investigation  of  the 
cause  and  remedy  of  a  serious  disease-condition  affecting  lambs  in  numerous 
sheep  flocks  of  western  South  Dakota,  characterized  chiefly  by  diarrhea  with 
heavy  death  losses. 

It  was  recommended  that  this  promotion  be  made  at  the  earliest  possible 
effective  date.

MEMORANDUM  NO  1172 


Transfer  of  Enforcement  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Act  and  the  28-Hour  Law  to 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  ARA 

When  the  enforcement  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Act,  28-Hour  Law,  and  related 
general  administrative  functions  were  transferred  from  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Administration  to  the  Food  Distribution 
Administration  under  the  provisions  of  Executive  Order  No.  9280  dated  Decern- 
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ber  5,  1942  (now  assigned  to  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration), 
it  was  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  certain  operations  that  were  then  necessary 
in  order  to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and  efficient  distribution  of  food  to  meet 
war  and  essential  civilian  needs.  As  is  indicated  by  an  agreement  between  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  War  Food  Administration  dated  July  16,  1943, 
it  was  not  contemplated  that  the  arrangement  become  permanent,  but  rather 
that  the  activities  revert  to  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  Agricultural 
Research  Administration  when  the  situation  warranted  such  action. 

Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Executive  Order  No. 
9577  and  5  U.  S.  C.  22,  it  is  ordered  that  effective  October  1,  1946,  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Meat  Inspection  Act,  28-Hour  Law,  and  related  general  adminis- 
trative functions,  together  with  the  personnel,  property,  and  unexpended  balances 
of  appropriations  concerned  in  such  functions,  are  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  of  .the  Agricultutal  Research  Administration.

The  Bureau  welcomes  the  return  of  all  of  the  employees  working  on  these 
activities.  No  change  in  the  conduct  of  meat-inspection  and  28-hour  law  work  is 
anticipated.  The  same  officials  will  continue  in  charge  both  in  Washington  and 
in  the  field,  and  the  classification  of  employees  will  not  be  affected  by  the  return 
of  the  activities  to  the  Bureau. 

CHECKS  ENDORSED  IN  BLANK  NEGOTIABLE 

For  the  information  of  employees  and  others  receiving  Government  checks, 
there  is  quoted  below  an  excerpt  of  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Comptroller  General  in 
regard  to  a  claim  for  the  proceeds  of  a  lost  Treasury  check  which  had  been  received 
by  the  payee,  endorsed  in  blank  x  and  then  mailed  to  a  bank  for  deposit. 

"It  has  been  consistently  held  by  the  courts  and  by  this  office  that  if  a  check 
drawn  to  order,  is  endorsed  in  blank,  it  becomes  negotiable  by  delivery,  and  if  the 
check  is  lost  or  stolen,  a  bona  fide  holder  for  value  acquires  title  to  it  even  against 
the  true  owner.  Inasmuch  as  your  endorsement  was  in  blank,  the  check  became 
'bearer  paper,'  and  the  Government  was  obligated  to  honor  the  check  upon 
presentation  for  payment  thereof.  The  record  further  indicates  the  check  was 
paid." 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  decision,  employees  and  others  are  cautioned  to  observe 
the  following  suggestions  when  endorsing  a  Government  check: 

1.  Never  endorse  a  check  in  blank  unless  it  is  being  converted  into  cash  or 
deposited  immediately  upon  endorsement. 

2.  Never  endorse  a  check  in  blank  if  it  is  intended  to  be  mailed  for  deposit. 
In  such  instances,  the  endorsement  should  specifically  read  "For  Deposit  Only — I 
John  Doe." 

3.  Never  endorse  a  check  in  blank  if  it  is  intended  for  payment  to  a  particular 
person,  company,  or  corporation.  In  such  instances,  the  endorsement  should 
specifically  read  "Pay  to  the  Order  of  John  Doe"  or  "Pay  to  the  Order  of  Doe 
Brothers,"  etc. 

NOTICE  TO  ALL  BUREAU  EMPLOYEES  SUBJECT  TO  RETIREMENT  ACT 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  footnote  which  appears  on  page  49 
of  the  booklet  entitled  "The  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  with  Annotations  and 
Regulations:" 

Warning. — -Under  the  statute  a  sick  or  disabled  employee  loses  all  right  to 
disability  annuity  unless  he  executes  his  application  for  disability  annuity  before 
separation  from  the  service  or  within  6  months  thereafter.  If  an  employee  having 
5  years  or  more  of  allowable  service  becomes  disabled,  it  is  not  advisable  for  him 
to  resign  pending  determination  of  His  rights  under  the  retirement  law.  If  draw- 
ing compensation  under  the  Employees'  Compensation  Act,  application  for  dis- 
ability annuity  under  the  Retirement  Act  must,  nevertheless,  be  filed  before  or 
within  6  months  after  separation  from  the  service  if  preservation  of  rights  under 
section  6  of  the  Retirement  Act  is  to  be  retained. 

i  Blank  endorsement.— One  made  by  the  mere  writing  of  the  endorser's  name  on  the  back  of  the  note  or 
bill,  without  mention  of  the  name  of  any  person  in  whose  favor  the  endorsement  is  made,  but  with  the  im- 
plied understanding  that  any  lawful  holder  may  rill  in  his  own  name  above  the  endorsement  if  he  so  chooses 
(Black's  Law  Dictionary,  3d  Edition).

All  employees,  regardless  of  age,  who  have  had  5  years'  allowable  service  should 
be  governed  accordingly  should  they  become  sick  or  disabled.  They  should  not 
submit  resignations  if  they  wish  to  make  application  for  disabiltiy  retirement. 

MISUSE  OF  BUREAU  AUTOMOBILES 

Section  202  (b)  of  the  Independent  Offices  Appropriation  Act,  1946,  states  in 
part  as  follows: 

"Any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Government  who  willfully  uses  or  authorizes 
the  use  of  any  Government-owned  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying  vehicle, 
or  of  any  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying  vehicle  leased  by  the  Government, 
for  other  than  official  purposes  or  otherwise  violates  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
section shall  be  suspended  from  duty  by  the  head  of  the  department  or  establish- 
ment concerned,  without  compensation,  for  not  less  than  1  month,  and  shall  be 
suspended  for  a  longer  period  or  summarily  removed  from  office  if  circumstances 
warrant.   *  *  *" 

"Official  purposes"  shall  not  include  the  transportation  of  officers  and  employees 
between  their  domiciles  and  places  of  employment,  except  in  case  of  medical  offi- 
cers on  out-patient  medical  services  and  except  in  cases  of  officers  and  employees 
engaged  in  field  work  the  character  of  whose  duties  makes  such  transportation 
necessary  and  then  only  as  to  such  latter  cases  when  the  same  is  approved  by  the 
head  of  the  department  or  establishment  concerned. 

It  is  now  mandatory  that  an  employee  using  a  Government  car  for  personal 
use  be  either  suspended  from  duty  for  not  less  than  1  month  or  summarily  removed 
from  office.  This  new  legislation  does  not  necessarily  mean  a  general  reduction 
of  the  penalty  in  such  csises  in  the  Department  and  is  not  indicative  of  any  dispo- 
sition of  the  Bureau  to  condone  the  use  of  its  cars  for  personal  use,  a  practice 
which  is  expressly  forbidden. 

This  supersedes  the  announcement  in  the  July  1944  issue  of  Service  and  Regu- 
latory Announcements.
